He entered the Air Force 
in July Of 1969 and was sta¬ 
tioned at Sheppard Airforce 
Ease in Wichita Falls, the 
largest training facility in 
the world. More than 21,000 
men, Including many foreign 
pilots, receive their oasic 
in.strucllon at the Kansas 
field. Lamb left the service 
as a captain after four 
years. 

He has been with Longo

the needs of another city, so 
rather than impose decisions 
from Sacramento we want to 
tailor office hours to each 
each area,” he added. 

Motorists who visit DMV 
offices are being offered the 
opportunity to indicate their 
preference, a,nd questio n - 
naires are being distributed 
to civic and social organiza¬ 
tions and business and labor- 
groups in an all-out effort 
to determine comm unity 
wi.shes. 

The question.naires should 
be returned to the local DMV 
office or may be sent to 
headqiuarters, P.O. Box 2411, 
Sacramento, CA 95811. 

The prossibilily of varied 
office hours or DMV stems 
from legislatioiTi signed last 
week, AB 940, which allows 
DMV to conduct a pilot pro¬ 
gram to determi.ne feasi¬ 
bility Of using flexible field 
office hours. It designates no 
more than 12 of DMV’s 147 
field offices to be open on 
Saturday. 

The legislation was urged 
by the department after a 
study last year showed that 
72 per cent of the public felt 
the traditional eight-to-five 
weekday worki n g hours 
weren’t adequate in all com¬ 
munities. 

All DMV offices will not 
necessarily change work 
schedules, DMV field office 
chief Dave Davis said. 
“Where an evaluation of the 
survey indicates that present 
hours are meeting the public 
need, no change will be 
mtKle,” he said. 

Where responses do indi 
cate a need to vary the 
hours, changes prob ably 
would not go into effect un¬ 
til January 1, 1978, allowing 
ample time to publicize the 
new schedules. Davis said.

Dear Editor: 

The healthy and/or hun¬ 
gry among the Senior Citi¬ 
zens are acutely aware that 
under present law, citizens 
aged 65 to 72 may earn only 
up to $3,000 (gross) without 
liavlng their Social Security 
checked penalized. Additional 
income earned through the 
sweat of one’s brow requires 
the loss of a dollar of So¬ 
cial Security for every two 
dollars earned. This .unjusti¬ 
fied federal “string” a t - 
tached to the return of pay¬ 
roll "contributions” made 
during their working Ufe- 
time forces many older peo¬ 
ple Into retirement when 
tliey would prefer to keep 
working. 

Medical authorities have 
long noted that retirement 
Of this sort can harm the 
elderly both mentally and 
physically. It also costs the 
nation the skills and produc¬ 
tive output of some of our 
most experienced workers. 
And it deprives the Treasury 
(and the Social Security sys¬ 
tem) of the additional pay¬ 
roll taxes which would be 
paid on the extra'earnings. 

On the other hand, the 
double standard which exists 
in this as in most aspects 
of our socialized life these 
days allows the shrewdly 
dishonest among the young 
to hold down good jobs while 
collecting Social Security for 
their kids bom out of wed¬ 
lock, oven though now law¬ 
fully living with a different

But take heart, my lean 
and hungry riders-in-the- 
same-boat, there is a way cut 
Of cur dilemma. Legislation 
to repeal the earnings limi¬ 
tation was introduced in the 
House (H.R. 2433) on Jan¬ 
uary 26th by Rep.

Electricity rates for cus¬ 
tomers of Southern Califcr- 
nia Edison will be going up 
a temporary 7.2 per cent be- , 
cause of the company’s high¬ 
er energy costs occasioned 
primarily by the drought, 
the California Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission announced. 

In keeping with the PUC’s 
"lifeline” policy, none of the 
increase will be placed on 
residential usage of 300 .kilo- 
watthours or less of electri¬ 
city a rionlh. 

Increases by other classes 
of service are 3.3 per cent 
for residontial usage above 
300 kilowatthours a month, 
8.4 pier cent for agriculture, 
8.3 per cent for commercial, 
10.6 per cent for industrial, 
and 8.4 per cent for public 
authorities. 

Dollar amount of the in¬ 
crease would have been $34.9 
million for the three months 
between' August 1 and No¬ 
vember 1 had the increase 
become effective on August 
1 as Edison requested. 

The PUC said its staff had 
conservatively estimated that 
even with the increase Edi¬ 
son has underoollected $92 
million from its customers in 
energy costs this year.

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn reports that approximately 
21 per cent of the mothers residing in Los Angeles County, 
who are currently receiving financial assistance under the 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children/Family Group 
program, were also on welfare as Children. 

These second generation families constituted about 
37,000 of the 176,000 AFDC-FG families aided in Los 
Angeles County in July 1977. About one per cent of the 
AFDC mothers are third generation families. 

Hahn made his comment on the AFDC situation after 
he recently received a report sent to him by the director 
of the County Department of Public Social Services. 

Most of the mothers in the second generation AFDC 
families on welfare today were originally aided as chil¬ 
dren prior to the 1960’s. Twenty-two thousand cases were 
aided in July 1959 and since then the caseload has in¬ 
creased significantly, Hahn explained. 

“Unless the welfare system is reformed, the probability 
is that the number of second generation welfare families 
will tend to increase correspondingly in the future,” he 
pointed out. 

President Carter’s recent welfare reform proposals will 
be a positive step toward a solution to this problem, Hahn 
stressed. 

Incentives to keep families together^ to make it al¬ 
ways pay to work and job creating efforts are the key 
elements of the President’s welfare reform plan that will 
assist in changing the current welfare situation, he added.
